There are aevoral 
uf those miscreants among tho habitues 
uf Dolnionico's, where they ore aa well 
known aa their vlctlma thamaelvea 
They roly for aecnrlty as tha taet that 
hIa family will take tko <>ciad paper 
up rather tbaa allow the- ytfaag aeape- 
grnce to bo crlmlaaltj axpcaed and 
punished. 

One of tbo most notorious la now 
threatened with the losa ot part of his 
plunder at least His victim in tbla 
case waa Ibe aoa of a ntlred merchant 
ot large meanaand unblemished aoclal 
ri'i'oi-,l lie secured fram the usurer an 
udvauco of nearly tlO,Uiiu un three 
checks, apparanUy drawn by the 
father of the aafotialar to bla 
son's order.

loss a savage rate of Interest and was 
lost in a couple of daya at the race- 
track. 'Vhen the young scamp became 
alarmed and made a clean breast of it 
to his father. The latter promptly 
shipped blm otitof tho country toelther 
Africa ur booth America — exactly 
where, however, ia not currently 
known. .
